Fighting in Beirut appeared to 
have simmered down yesterday as 
the warring religious and political

Israeli officials said yesterday that 
if in fact the Administration had 
reconsidered, and determined that 
the whole $1,500m. military portion 
would be in the form of loans, then 
this would be bad for Israel. 

U.S. officials later said the Ad- 
ministration would ask the Con- 
gress to make §500m. of the 
$1,500m. available in grant form. 

Under U.S. law, the Congress must 
pass separate authorization and ap- 
propriation bills before the foreign 
aid cam be distributed. The lengthy 
Congressional process will begin 
shortly, with hearings scheduled in 
the various sub-committees of the 
House and Senate. 

Observers noted yesterday that if 
the Administration was indeed ask- 
ing that all of the $1,500m. on the 
military side for Israel were in loans 
and not grants, the Congress could 
still reverse that decision and put 
some of the defence funds in the 
form of grants, as has occurred in 
the past.

When Sir Bernard Ledwidge, the 
outgoing British Ambassador to Is. 
rael, winds up his tour of duty — 
and also his diplomatic career — 
in Tel Aviv next week, having 
reached the age of 60, he will board 
a plane and head straight for the 
Khyber Pass. It will be a senti- 
mental journey, taking him back 
more than 30 years, to the time of 
World War ΤΙ, when Ledwidge com- 
manded Jamroud Fort, defending 
the pass with his Pathan soldiers of 
the Frontier Force Regiment against 
marauding tribesmen. 

It was real-life Kipling, the last 
years of it, before the Khyber be- 
came a border point between inde- 
pendent Pakistan and Afghanistan. 

Ledwidge has a kind word today 
for the marauding tribesmen. “They 
were rather sporting really,” he 
with a far-away twinkle in his 
eye. “Didn't take advantage of our 
difficulties. In fact, they took no 
cognizance of World War I at all.” 

He became attached to that ro- 
mantic part of the world — and 
was the only Foreign Service official 
ever to have passed the service exam 
in Pashtu, the local dialect. After 
the war he served in London at the 
India Office, and then at the For- 
eign Office, and began his success. 
ful diplomatic career as first secre- 
tary and charge d'affaires in Kabul, 


drawn him 
to soldiery, and thence into diplo- 
macy, Ledwidge had been a pro- 
mising classics scholar. Educated 
at a Catholic grammar school, he 
won scholarships to Cambridge and 
then to the Institute for Advanced 
Studies at Princeton. His specialty 
was ancient Greek history. 

As a diplomat he specialized in 
European affairs. He served as mi- 
nister in Paris under Ambassador 
Christopher Soames (“One day, 
when it’s discreet to do so, I'll give 
my version of the ‘Soames Affair'’), 
and Ister a8 ambassador to Finland, 
before coming to Israel in 1972. 

With this diverse and exciting 
background, Sir Bernard will have 
little difficulty finding interesting 
occupation in his retirement. In 
fact, a3 he unfolds his plans, it 
seems he will be hard put to find 
time for everything. 

He hopes to find a challenging 
position, either in commerce or in 
the academic world. With his ex- 
pertise in Anglo-French relations, he 
intends to write in the press on this 
subject. And he is determined now 
to devote himself to his great love 
— Jane Austen. “In my younger 
years," he admits, "I was bored by 
Jane Austen. But while in Afghanis- 
tan I read the whole lot — and 
I became an addict.”

agreement aimed at ousting 
Napoleon from the area.” 

But while he sees the difficulties, 
he firmly believes that the task of 

is “not hopeless. 

“All the countries in this area 
are new states, except for Egypt. 
They have all got to learn together 
to conduct themselves as indepen- 
dent states. Clearly, each Middle 
East war has been more dangerous 
— for the whole world — than 
the one before. I hope the states 
of this area are learning that in 
real life you have to be content 
with less than 100+ per cent of 
what you want...” 


Soviet Jewish painter on

Boris Penson, 2 
painter who was sentenced to 10 
years in prison in 1910 in the first 
Leningrad trial, yesterday declared 
a hunger strike to mark “Political 
Prisoner Day” in the Soviet Union, 
it was reliably learned here. 

Penson, who is serving at Bara- 
shevo Camp, has got word to his 
friends here that he is pressing for 
the right of Jews to leave Russia.

WASHINGTON. — The Senate 
Banking Committee yesterday ap- 
proved a bill with $4 billion in toan 
for New York City and 
sent the measure to an uncertain 
fate on the Senate floor and a 
threatened veto. 

On an 8-to-5 vote the committee 
approved 2 measure that would put 
the city on a Spartan fiscal regime 
to balance its budget and to prevent 
it from defaulting on its obliga- 
tions on December 1. 

On Wednesday, President Ford 
told thé National Press Club in 
Washington, in his toughest speech 
yet on a domestic issue, that he 
would veto ional measures 
aimed at averting default. 

He outlined plans which would 
enable New York to file for bank- 
ruptcy and also promised that the 
city would not go without police, 
fire and other essential services if 
it defaulted. 

The president’s remarks drew im- 
mediate criticism from the city’s 
mayor, Abraham Beame. He told 
newsmen that the president’s speech 
was “nothing less than a declara- 
tion of default by the White House 
— a default of presidential leader- 
ship in the face of the nation’s 
most pressing domestic crisis.” 
The city needs to find $150m by 
November 14 to ward off default 
and Mayor Beame estimates it 
would still need $1,000m. this fiscgzl 
year to keep running.

UN deadlock 
on Korea 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). 
The General Assembly's main poli. 
tical committee was faced with an 
unprecedented situation yesterday 
following its adoption of conflicting 
resolutions on the Korean question. 

It was not immediately clear how 
the UN would get itself out of this 
predicament before the issue goes 
to the Assembly for consideration 
in plenary session. 

Sweden proposed that the commit- 
tee keep the matter open for 10 days 
during which members should seek 
a “viable solution.” Tunisia said the 
deadlock and ite ‘negative fall-out” 
would have an unfortunate impact 
on the UN. 

There was one common element in 
Wednesday night's resolutions: The 
proposed dissolution of the UN com. 
mand under which 300 U.S. troops 
serve in Korea — apart from their 
42,000 Americans there under bila- 
teral arrangements with Seoul. 

But while the Western-backed re- 
solution called for a dialogue be- 
tween North and South Korea on 
peaceful reunification, the Commun- 
ist side proposed that the “real 
parties” — North Kores and the 
US. — make a peace agreement, 
without South EKorea’s participation.

TUNIS (UPI). — President Sadat 
said in an interview published here 
yesterday that he would not go to 
Moscow unless Soviet Communist 
Party leader Leonid Brezhnev first 
visited Cairo.

PRESIDENTS CONF ERENCE: A "ONE-MAN SHOW’

Rabbi Israel Miller, now end- 
ing his second year as Chair- 
man of the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations, ‘‘does not 
represent the independent think- 
ing of the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity,"’ according to his 
predecessor, Jacob Stein. Mr. 
Stein said Rabbi Miller is. too 
domineering in his running of 
the Conference. and too 
‘“subservient"’ to the Israel Em - 
bassy in Washington. 

(Stein levelled the charge — 

a conversation with The 
Jerusalem Post — before the 
‘Herzog Affair’ of last weekend. 
UN envoy Haim Herzog's 
criticism of American Jewry for 
“passivity’"’ has been taken by 
many observers as an oblique 
criticism of the American 
Jewish leadership — though Her- 
zog denies that that was his in- 
tention — and also of the 
leadership’s links with israel, 
maintained through the 
Washington Embassy.) 

“By and Jarge, the Presidents 
Conference ‘under Miller) is a 
one-man organization,” says 
Stein. Miller calls meetings 
when he sees fit, without con- 
sulting other leading members 
of the Conference. 

When de was Chairman, Stein 
recalls, he would invariably con- 
sult with an informal “inner 
cabinet” comprising five of the 


top American Jewish leaders. 
Stein criticizes Miller, too, for 
failing to hold elections after his 
first year in office. This had been 
the unswerving practice of the 
Presidents Conference hitherto 
— with the incumbent 
automatically being elected for 
a second year. Miller, however, 
because he was no longer Presi- 
dent of the American Zionist 
Federation, was technically in- 
eligible to stand again as Chair- 
man of the Presidents

Conference. The majority of 
members, say Stein, were will- 
ing to resolve this constitutional 
problem by changing the rules — 
but Miller preferred to postpone 
the elections indefinitely. 

The man thought most likely to 
succeed Miller in January is 
Rabbi Alexander Schindler, 
President of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions (Reform). Schindler is an‘out- 
spoken liberal, and was a 
vociferous critic of the Ad- 
ministration during the Vietuam 
War. At one time, this was a 
cause of concern for the Jewish 
establishment (and the Israeli 
leadership) since it was felt 
Schindler's record might pre- 
vent his establishing a close rap- 
port with Ford and Kissinger. 

Now, however, says Stein, 
everyone prefers to forget Viet- 
nam, and Schindler's statements 
during the late 1960s and early 
1970s are “ΠΟ longer pertinent." 

Stein himself continues to 
meet with Kissinger and Sisco 
from time to time on a personal 
basis. The Secretary and Sisco, 
he believes, use these conver- 
sations to sound him out on 
current trends in Jewish public 
opinion. Obviously they are 
aware that he is in contact with 
the Washington Embassy, and 
also that he meets with Premier 
Rabin and other top Israeli 
leaders on his frequent visits 
here. ‘‘But they don’t need me as 
a channel..." 

Stein sees Kissinger as a man 
with ‘‘a degree of Jewish con- 
sciousness” but primarily as ‘'a 
brilliant American Secretary of 
State."’ His aims in the Middle 
East are to create openings for 
American influence while at the

same time containing the 
Soviets. Stein believes that these 
are not necessarily Israel's 
aims. ‘There is a divergence,” 
he asserts. 

He is not comfortable with the 
U.S.-orchestrated step-by-step 
process. ‘‘Israel should not be an 


᾿ exclusive client of the U.5.," he 


says. “There cannot be peace 
here without the Soviets..." 

He feels that the Yom Kippur 
War opened the way to an 
attempt at an overall settlement 
(with Soviet participation in its 
achievement). That, he main- 
tains, was the original intention 
behind Resolution 338 of October 
22, 1973. ‘‘We believed then that 
Israel spared the Egyptian 
Third Army in the hope of 
‘negotiations for a just and 
durable peace’ called for by that 
Resolution.” Σ 

Ford and Kissinger, however, 
“needed a quick success” (after 
Nixon's resignation and the 
crisis of confidence in the U.S.) 
— and hence they developed the 
step-by-step approach which 
promised dramatic and relative- 
ly easy results. 

Stein believes his outlook is 
shared by Rabbi Schindler, and 
by other top Jewish leaders, in- 
cluding Arthur Hertzberg, head 
of the American Jewish 
Congress and a possible con- 
tender for the Chairmanship of 
the Presidents Conference in the 
future. 

Stein recognizes, however, 
that his view is not shared by 
Mr. Rabin and his government. 
Rabin's policy is based on his 
assumption that Israel's in- 
terests can dovetail into the 
broader American aims in the 
Middle East.

Stein recognizes, moreover, 
that the basie policy decisions 
must be in the exclusive domain 
of the Israel government, and 
that it is the duty of American 
Jewish leaders like himself to 
accept them, support them and 
help further them. 

The way to do that now, he is 
convinced, is by stressing that 
the aid package to Israel is “part 
of the broader Mideast aid 

package — which is part of the 
U.S. global defence posture." 

Stein made the point in a re- 
cent letter to the “New York 
Times."’ ‘For some reason,” he 
wrote, ‘‘ail of the attention being 
given to the Middle Hast interim 
agreement seems to be devoted 
to the amount and quality of aid 
to Israel, when the real focus of 
attention should be on this aid as 
maintaining the United States’ 
strategic position in the Middle 
East. This is part of our con- 
tinuing struggle against the 
Soviet Union..." 

Jacob Stein looks back with 
sadness at the Jackson Amend- 
ment episode, which now seems 
clearly to have backfired. “IT 
warned publicly back in March 
1974 that we should settle for a 
45,000 (emigrants per year) 
compromise.” 

Stein rejects the theory that it 
was the low ceiling set by 
Congress on preferential credits 
for the USSR which caused the 
Soviets to renege on their agree- 
ment with Kissinger and 
Jackson. “Τὶ was not the credits, 
but the principle,” he says. ‘'T 
lunched with (Soviet Am- 
bassador to Washington) 
Dobrynin during the Jackson 
amendment negotiations, and he 
said quite openly: ‘We are avery 
Great Power... Why put up this 
stumbling block -when we are 
already up to 35 000 (emigrants). 
a year...?" "

CONTRARY TO the situation a year 
ego, loans available for industrial 
development now tend to exceed de- 
mand. Uncertainty concerning the 
Government's economic policy, ex- 
Pectation of a slowdown, labour un- 
rest, and tougher tax and credit 
terms for industrial companies, 
have combined to deter prospective 

investors, 

The current boom in equities at the 
Tel Aviv stock exchange has not 
been accompanied by increased in- 
terest in new ventures. Nor has the 
impending phasing-out of the incen- 
tives provided under the present 
Investment Encouragement Law ex- 
actly served to spur investors. 
Foreign investment has completely 
ceased (indeed, inflow of capital 
from abroad may now be exceeded 
by liquidation of assets held in this 
country), while local investment is 


. largely confined to public and semi- 


public projects, The Jerusalem 
Post has learned. 

in the first nine months of 1975, the 
Industrial Development Bank ap- 
proved loans to the tune of IL2b., two 
and half times the amount of the cor- 
responding period last year, which 
would spell an increase of about two 
thirds in real terms. However, ap- 
proval of new industrial projects — 
including expansions — by the 
Investment Centre in the first eight 
months of 1975 amounted to IL2.6b., 
almost the same figure as last year, 
indicating a dramatic drop if the 
devaluation is taken into account.

The change has been no less 
dramatic as regards the share of 
private ventures financed by loans 
approved by IDBI, which dropped to 
41 per cent jn the first three quarters 
of 1975, less than half their share in 
1973.

Of the IL210m. approved for new

power station, American-Isra2el 
Paper, the olf refinery, the Savkel 
engine plant at Carmiel — the in- 
dustrial expansion drive 15 likely to 
peter out in the foreseeable future if 
no change occurs in economic out- 
look and policy.

Once is not enough (Allenby, 
Tel Aviv), is based on the Jast novel 
of Jacqueline Susann, author of 
“Valley of the Dolls,’”’ who died some:

productions. A few feel that viewers 
of erotic films, having seen 
everything, will still take in more of 
the same — but are also ready for 
nudity that appeals to reason as well 
as the libido. 

“Sex yes, but now only for 
laughs,"’ says director Sergio Mar- 
tino, a veteran of erotic films (**Car- 
nal Cousins"’). His next production is 

.@ farce on sex, and will be, he says, 
more a debate on sex than in- 
dulgence, despite its title — “Forty 
degrees, or 104 F, in the shade of the 
sheets.’ 

Rossellini, a founding father of 
postwar realism and the director of 
“Open City," issued a public appeal 
against pornography in a major 
assault on the erstwhile trend in Ita- 
ly. He said erotic films were dis- 

ing ‘aberration into current 
ethics." 
He says, however, he isn't ad- 
vocating religious views or even 
morals. His latest work, ‘'The 
Messiah,” depicts Christ as ἃ soeial 
redeemer rather than God, stresses 
“Christ the peasant" rather than the 
almighty creating miracies. He 
says ‘‘the film has no message and is 


a study of the power structure of the _ 


time.” 

Zeffirelli, another arch foe of por- 
nography, complains that it has 
“fatally lowered” the cultural level 
of Italy’s vital film industry, which 
employs 300,000 persons for its 250 
films a year, highest in the world. He 
is now directing a six-hour television 
documentary on ‘‘Jesus of 
Nazareth," at a cost of $15m. But 
despite a harsh campaign by influen- 
dal directors and critics, eros has 
taken a long lease in movie-houses.

“WHEN I FIRST came here to study 
at the Technion six years ago, I look- 


ed around at the local knitwear — { 


and simply didn’t find the level I was 
accustomed to in Istanbul."" The 
statement— surprising on the sur- 
face, but not so much so on clozer in- 
spection — was made to me by young 
Haim Levy at the Nurkaltex knitting 
plant, in the industrial area of Tel 
Aviv. (I personally was not all that 
unprepared for his comment, 
because on a visit to Turkey some 
years ago I was most impressed by 
the level of the textile industry 
there.) 

He was explaining how the firm — 
employing 70 workers and specializ- 
ing in a wide and impressive range 
of sweaters for men and women — 
was established. Both his comment, 
and the level of the plant, are further 
colourful proof that in fashion, the 
unexpected is what counts. 

Family fashion firms are not un- 
usual fn Israel, but few can match 
the Nurkaltex record, which has no 
less than 11 members of the family in 
the business. The three main 
partners — Gershon Perez, Itzhak 
Levy, and Ben-Zion Gambash — ran 


‘a very' large knitwear business it 


Istanbul for 27 years. The work there 
was based on “hand” labour, In the 
sense of ‘‘hand-knitting’' machines. 
Here, their plant is highly mechaniz- 
ed, with the most modern automatic 
eguipment arranged in a model of 
assembly-line efficiency. 

Some of the machines feature 
talents" exclusive in Israel — the 
“intarsia”’ stitch, for instance, by 
which different colours are knitted 
into a garment, giving the same 
clean, un-doubled effect as hand- 
knitting. Rationally planned, the 
work flow goes from the first battery 
of spindles, which process incoming 
fibres for added strength and 
elasticity, on through enormous 
jacquard machines programmed to 
give eve: from crochet tex- 
tures to cable-stitching, on to 
machines which insert reinforcing 
strips at shoulders, to the washing 
room, stitching sections, ironing and 
quality control, and packaging. 

The firm was established here 
after Haim wrote from Israel to Ger- 
son Perez, back in Constantinople, 
suggesting that he come for a visit 
bringing samples from the family 
firm. He did; received backing from 
the Ministry of Commerce, and final- 
ly, four years ago, the machinery 
was imported and the plant com- 
pleted.

between men’s and women's wear. 
Most are made of Acrilan, but 
Acrilan texturized to give an wn- 
usually fine feel. Among the 
women's styles, I particularly liked 
a trim little black buttoned top, the 
waistband in a crochet-type 
stitch, the yoke embellished with 
hand-embroidered flowers. Printed 
patterns, too, give an unusual look to 
Acrilan: coming off the 
agsembly-line is a white polo-neck 
sweater patterned with little bou- 
quets of flowers in dusky blue, pink, 
and green. 

Men's styles include rugged cable- 
knit patterns, with the sleeves in a 
ribbed texture. The seams, where 
the ribbing is sewed so carefully that 
you can hardly tell where it happens, 
reflects a high level of workmanship. 
The firm is especially proud of its ex- 
clusive ‘‘intarsia’’ technique, but 
this, I thought. may be a case where 
only the professional can appreciate 
the effort. The average customer 
may not even notice that the colour 
does not show through, and has not 
been knitted double for multi-colour 
effects. This is a little like the proud 
cabinet-maker — long departed, alas, 
— who is the only one who knows that 
the underside of the table, too, is 
beautifully finished.

“We felt we must be strong at 
home before going into exports,” 
Haim told me. The current product, 
he explained, may be too “rugged” 
— i.e., long-lasting — for foreign 
markets; that, he indicated, was 
what the Turkish market, and the 
popular Israeli market, wanted. 
Now, though, contact is being made 
with an Italian designer, with a view 
to producing more elegant, lighter 
exportables as well. 

And right there is the remarkable 
part of the story. We here are com- 
pletely accustomed to the Eastern 
and Central European accents of our 
fashion industry (Turkish is, of 
course, widely spoken at Nurkaltex 
— linguistically related to 
Hungarian, it has a similar sing-song 
lilt to the outsider. I noticed, 
however, that the temperament-and- 
panic level seemed lower at 
Nurkaltex than at Central European 
establishments I have visited.) 

We are also familiar with the vir- 
tues and vices of the Mediterranean 
fashion world: the Italians are 
marvellous for styling and taste, but 
what with strikes and unpunctuality, 
they reflect a slapdash business ap- 
proach ‘all too well known in our 
own market.

well, it’s purely for the children, for 
their future in Israel." The method 
of work here, too, is completely 
different: “In Turkey, cheap labour 
can turn out al) sorts of stitches on 
hand-knitting machines. Here, we 
have the most up-to-date machinery 
— which is the only way of ap- 
proximating hand-knitting textures 
and effects."" 

He ts also particularly proud of 
the firm's labour relations: ‘We 
decided, in view of the manpower 
problem, to train people our own 
way. The results are excellent, and 
nobody who started with us four 
years ago has left. We have an es- 
pecially good atmosphere; every 
worker can come with every 
problem to one of the bosses."" 

Nurkaltex sweaters (L135 to

For the present, the new economic policy, on which the 
projected budget is based, has not produced sabstantial results.

The fact is that two years 
after the Yom Kippur War, and one year after the New Eco- 
nomic Policy was proclaimed, our economic performance is 
still running in its old grooves. To the degree that changes 
have taken place, they have been marginal to the task of 


‘What is described as cooling off of an overheated economy 
has been felt mainly in smaller industrial production, while 
our inflated services continue to grow and private consumption 
per capita is the same as before the war. And what is des- 
eribed as a drop in non-defence imports is scarcely more than 
an adjustment of inventories after last year’s overstocking, 
and a temporary consequence of the ban on importing cars 
and other consumer durables.

Moreover, hopes for improved economic performance next 
year seem to be illusory.

As a result, inflation is likely to gather strength, and attempts

The Finance Minister may yet have several trump cards 
up his sleeve, but it is doubtful whether the public is in a 
mood to accept more surprises, It would be better for the 
nation if it knew how the government intends to achieve its 
purpose, what means it intends to apply in order to make its 
policy work. It is mo coincidence that while the Histadrut 
is pressing for joint consultations with the government, the 
manufacturers demand a comprehensive economic programme. 

What is needed is not more rhetoric about belt-tightening, 
‘but clear blueprints for public action and private guidance.

I FIND IT DIFFICULT to un- 
derstand what prompted 
Austrian Chancellor Bruno Krei- 
sky to state — precisely when 
the Arab States are launching in 
the’ United Nations an unbridled 
attack on the national liberation 
movement of the Jewish people 
—that there is no such thing asa 
Jewish people, only a communi- 
ty of faith which became a com- 
munity of fate. By doing so, 
Kreisky gave his support to one 
of the fallacious arguments 
which the Arabs so often ad- 
vance in their fight against the 
State of Israel and its survival. 

To.the question whether or not 
there is a Jewish people, only the 
Jews themselves have the right 
to reply. The whole of their 

through nineteen cen- 
turies of wandering attests in- 
controvertibly that their answer 
would always have been, and 
still is, in the affirmative, And 
since the establishment of the 
State of Israel, the Jewish people 
as a whole — with the exception 
of a few individual Jews or in- 
significant and unimportant 
groups like the American Coun- 
ceil for Judaism — is also united 
by close-knit ties of solidarity 
with the State of Israel. 

The fundamental basis of the 
principle of national self- 
determination is the recognition 
of the right of the group of per- 
sons concerned to define for 
themselves what they are and to 
decide upon their own fate. It is 
the denial of the right of others to 
decide for them and on their 
behalf. As far as the Jewish peo- 
ple is concerned, the famous 
French jurist, Prof. George 
Sceiie, said: “What characterizes 
a nation is certainly not race — 
for there is no longer a pure 


- race; it is a combination of 


manifestations of conscious 
solidarity — some of a his- 
torical nature, others of an in- 
tellectual, religious, social or

even emotional nature — which 
together result in the creation of 
a collective desire for common 
life, an organization of solidarity 
and 4 permanent relationship. 
If, in truth — as Renan was one 
of the first to say — it is this psy- 
ehological element which con- 
stitutes the very essence of 
nationality, there can be no 
doubt that the whole body of 
Jewish communities together 
can be considered one nation or 
ene people. Moreover, the 
prevalent opinion of jurists con- 
cerned with the right of peoples 
is that the voluntary element, 
rather than the ethnic one, is 
what must be borne in mind in 
determining whether the 
solidary aspirations of a par- 
ticular group deserve to be 
satisfied. It is not even essential 
that the group have common 
ethnic or traditional roots for it 
to constitute a nation or a people, 
or for its aspirations to be 
legitimate.” He goes on — “‘un- 
doubtedly, the Jews are excep- 
tional in this respect that, as a 
result of their dispersion, they 
Jack some of the elements of 
solidarity, encountered in the 
case of other peoples — in par- 
ticular the solidarity that 
derives from the fact of living in 
close geographical proximity. 
On the other hand, it can be con- 
tended that their traditions, 
customs, the persecutions they 
have endured, their religious 
practices and mystic aspirations 
are so firmly integrated — cer- 
tainly far more so than in the
